press that splendid aggregation of princi- 
ples, ethical, political and economic, 
which have characterized tbe evolution 
of tbe American republic and been ex- 
emplified m the constitutions, laws, civil 
policy, moral development aud national 
spirit during the eentuiy and a quarter 
of our existence in the family of nations. 
The limits of this occasion forbid an al- 
lusion to more than a very few of the 
most characteristic principles which have 
marked or will mark signal triumphs in 
our national life. 


CI7IL LIBERTY. 


The establishment of civil liberty waa 


;be that triumph of Americanism on 
this continent, 
When we consider the 


genesis of this great principle of the 
nghta of man, we get a glimpse of tbe 
meaning of Charles Trancis Adams when 
he said : "The passage of the Bed Sea 
was not a more momentous event than 
the voyage of tbe Mayflower." 
This 


iontinent which Dr. Storrs said waa 
picked out of the ocean on the point of 
a needle, was to be the arena in which 
the experiment of civil 'liberty was to 
achieve its final success. 
(Jolumbus was 


ihe first Pilgrim father. He gave us the 
and on which the struggle for the rights 
of man was to pursue its triumphal 
march from Lexington to Appomattox. 
He made possible "Washington, Jeffer- 
son and Lincoln. 
The first, it is said, 


made the Republic possible, the second 
made it popular, and the last made it 
permanent. He was the forerunner of 
;he heroes and martyrs who have shed 
'adeless glory on the long, weary and 
jlood-stained way from Plymouth Kock 
.0 Gettysburg, from the Pilgrim Charter 
;o the Declaration, the Constitution, and 
the Emancipation Proclamation, 


The initial movement against tbe Span- 


ish power in Cuba was inspired by the 
grandest purpose that ever moved a na- 
tion to arms. We struck the blow in 


name of Liberty, justice and human- 


ity. We took the sword to redress the 
wrongs of others, not our i>wn, and gave 
the world a sublime illustration of how 
nations aa well as men in their ascent 
pass from the plane of the struggle for 
iheir own lives to that of tbe struggle 
Eor tbe lives o£ others, from self-regard- 
,ng to other-regarding motives, a dis- 
tinctly higher level. 
Service for others 


at the call of humanity is the noblest 
exercise of power and marks the highest 
outlook of national purpose aud con- 
science. 


These high considerations must be our 


guide in tbe oceanic policy we are about 
entering upon. No maxims of prudence, 
no consideration of economy, no sordid 
purpose can stand in the way of those 
ethical principles which alone afford jus- 
tification for our new departure. 
We 


euter upon no unholy rivalry for the pos- 
sessions of others. 
We have no adver- 


sary in all the world to which the old 
threat can be applied, ' Delenda eat Car- 
thago." Dr. Abbott expresses the full 
scope of our purpose—to put an end to 
foreign tyranny, to terminate domestic 
anarchy, to establish the foundations of 
just and stable government and build 
'he superstructure as fast and as far as 
'be conditions of population make it 
possible. 


We seek to destroy DO country that we 


may rear an empire upon its ruina. We 
propose only to take care of our own 
possessions and protect and safe-guard 
ihe weak and defenseless until they are 
capable of self-government. We will be 
a knight of chivalry among nations, 
bringing valor, heroism and stateeman- 
.bip to the rescue of tbe victims of op- 
pression and wrong, and teaching the 
world that liberty and law, right and 
ustice shall be lords paramount within 
ihe sphere ol American influence. 


In carrying forward our new and en- 
arged policj, which is made necessary 
by tna new relations in which we aland 
o the world, ai,d the obligations to hu- 
manity and civilization we have assum- 
id, we propose cultivating peaceful rela- 
tions with all the world. We are advan- 
cing according to ihe higher altruistic 
aw governing the development of. States 
and nations and tbe growth of empire; 
we are moving in harmony with the prov- 
dential order by which all races are to 
some under the reign of a higher social 
regime. We are fulfilling the prophecy 
of the "Old Gray Peot" wiitten forty 
wears ago: 


'X am arbauter; I chant the world on my 


western sea; 


chnut copious the islands beyond, thick as 


stars in the sky; 


chant tbe new Empire, greater than any be- 


fore, as In a vision it comes to me; 


chant America, the mistress ; I clmat agreat- 


er supremacy; 


chant, projected, a thousand blooming cities 


yet io time on those grSups of sea islands; 


chant my sallships and steamships thread- 


ing the srchlpclaeo; 


1 chant my stars and itrlpes fluttering la the 


wind; 


I chant commerce opening, the sleep of ages 


having done Its ivork, races reborn, re- 
f reslietl." 


I accept the thought of Henry Wilson, 


uttered a quarter of a cantury ago in the 
Senate of the United States, when be 
said : "I believe, sir, that every race God 
has made is capable of improvement, or 
civ ilization, of elevation, of Christianity, 
whether they dwell in the temperate or 
tropical regions of the earth. 
1 believe 


Christian civilization will not be limited 
to lines of latitude, but will make the 
tour of the globs, lifting up all races and 
conditions of men. , . . I have un- 
doubting faith that every portion of this 
globe is to be the home of civilized 
man." 


This, I believe, ia the goal toward 


which the moral forces of this divine uni- 
verse, the beneficent Power in and over 
all, is certainly tending. The poet bath 
seen it and foretold it in the lines of Sir 
Lewis Morris: 
''There hliall come from out this nome of strife

not forget that America can only estab- 
lish the legitimacy of her title to that 
leadership which belongs to the English- 
speaking people by so minding her foot- 
steps and guarding her action that every 
page of our annal will reveal elevation 
of mind, rectitude of purpose, integrity 
of principles and supremacyof conscience, 
thus certifying to all the world that we 
are moving on the everlasting lines of 
equity, truth, humanity and liberty, fol- 
lowing tbe foreshadowing of the ethical 
method of God in human history. 


If we adhere to these principles and 


aspire to these higher Ideate ; if we culti- 
vate not a spirit of vain-glory or aggres- 
sion, but rather.as James Bryce suggests, 
of pride and joy in the extension of our 
language, our literature, our laws, our 
institutions, ourcommerce, over the vast 
spaces of the earth and the islands of 
the sea, with a sense of the splendid op- 
portunities and solemn responsibilities 
that extension carries with it, and if we 
remember at all times what it is the 
primal duty of Americans never to for- 
get : 
"That man is more than nature, 


that wisdom is more than glory, that vir- 
tue is more than dominion of the sea, and 
that justice ia the supreme good," then 
will the next triumph of Americanism bo 
equal to former ones, and the latest jew- 
el in the diadem of American glory rival 
the earlier ones in royal splendor. 


"Dear country mine : this is the prayer 


we lift. Mayst thou be, O Land, noble 
and pure as thou art free and strong. 
So shalt thou lift a light for all the 
world and for all time and bring the age 
of peace."

A POOR WHEAT CROP. 


From the reports we get from many 


sections of our county it appears that 
the wheat crop just harvested is the 
poorest generally we have had (or 
many years. 
Winter-killing was the 


chief trouble, nlthough the "fly" did 
barm in some places. 
Neither the 


quality of the land nor the manner 
in which the seed was put out in the 
fall seem to have had much to do with 
the product, as some of tbe poorest 
•wheat was on good land 
carefully 


prapared by good farmers. The severe 
•winter, therefore, and low, undrained 
land appear to have been the elements 
which contributed most largely toward 
making the yield a small one. 
Eye, 


sown at the same time and under 
similar conditions, is au exceptionally 
good crop, which will turn out well in 
grain and straw, and the farmer who 
has much of it is fortunate. 


As au offset to this poor wheat 


yield, however, there is encouragement 
in the present outlook for this season's 
crops. 
Corn, oats, potatoes and farm 


products generally promise well, the 
climatic conditions having been since 
spring most favorable to both seeding 
hud growth. The grass, some of which 
has been made, though much is still 
standing, is yielding well, having made 
unusual growth during the last of tbe 
season. 
Oats, a first-class feed and 


valuable on the farm, is thickly set and 
seems to be already well filled, and the 
prospects for corn could scarcely be 
better. 
Altogether, then, this season's 


farming operations promise large re- 
turns. 


Wheat is the farmer's ready-money 


crop, but with plenty of corn, oa*s and 
hay be can make his farm profitable. 


THE KEAL AGU1XAL1M). 


John Barrett, late United States Min- 


ister to Siam, writes with special knowl- 
edge of the Filipinos, having spent many 
months in the Philippines before and af- 
ter tte opening of the war. In the Be 
rieio of Reeieiex for July he has a partic- 
ularly instructive article. 
While Mr 


Barrett favors tte vigorous proaesntion 
of hostilities and the permanent reten- 
tion of the islands by the United States, 
he speaks well of tbe natives, and has a 
much higher estimate of Aguinaldo's 
abilities than the average American 
holds. Instead of being a vain-glorious 
semi-barbarian, proud of his gold whistle, 
bis manner is reserved. In leaving Hong 
K>np for Manila on the McCulloch iu 
May, ISIS, at Admiral Dewey's instance, 
to aid us in fighting the Spaniards, 
Aguinaldo in Mr. Barrett's hearing "ex- 
pressed admiration and love for America 
and the Americans, commended their 
success in the war with Spain, aud de- 
clared that he and his people wished to 
be our allies." At that moment, "in 
line with the general opinion in America 
and elsewhere, 
he probably believed 


that it was not the intention of the 
United States to hold the islands in actual 
sovereignty." As an organizer, both 
military and civil, the Filipino leader 
has high gifts. 


The American who thinks for a mo- 


ment, says Mr. Barrett, that we are 
fighting a disorganized force labors under 
a great error. "It would be difficult to 
imagine the army of any European coun- 
try being in better shape to fight us than 
that of Agninaldo at tbe time of the out- 
break on February 4, with tbe conditions 
of climate and country favoring them." 


KEPUIILICAX POLITICS. 


The Phila. Times ucakes some sugges- 


tions as to tbe coming Republican State 
Convention as follows:

STATE TEACHERS. 


REPORT OF THEIR MEETING 


tAST WEEK. 


Many Prominent Educators of tlic State 


Present—The SesBluDH of General Interest 
and Profitable to all Concerned 


The Pennsylvania State Teachers' As- 


sociation convened in Brua Chapel at 2 
o'clock last Tuesday afternoon, with presi- 
dent E. Mackey, Supt. of the Reading 
schools, in the chair. Devotional exercises 
were conducted by Dr. Eli Huber, of 
Pennsylvania College. 


Dr. H. W. McKnight, President of 


Pennsylvania College, delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome, in which he accorded a 
hearty greeting to all members and friends 
of the Pennsylvania State Teachers' As- 
sociation. He said that the day was sug- 
gestive in a special way, in that it reminds 
us of the struggle of our forefathers for 
liberty; the place is appropriate because 
it was the cont«st at Gettysburg which 
made Appomattox possible and certain, 
and settled forever the question of national 
unitv. He spoke at some length on the 
importance of a thorough education. In 
conclusion be again extended to all a 
cordial welcome and hoped that the stay 
of the Association in Gettysburg might be 
an inspiration to all concerned. 


In the absence of Dr. N. C. Schaeffer, 


Hon. .T. Q. Stewart, Dep'y. State Sopt, 
responded on behalf of Association. 
He 


said in part: "We come, many of ua, as 
strangers to the town of Gettysburg and 
to the people of the town, but not as 
strangers to the common cause for which 
we labor." He presented an excellent 
history of the Pennsylvania State Teachers' 
Association, in which he stated that the 
present session was the first session held 
at Gettysburg since 1866, during which 
time many changes have been wrought. 
In speaking of tbe work of the Association 
since its litdt existence he said that it has 
urged necee&ory school legislation in many 
instances. At the session in 1852 it sug- 
gested the lengthening of the school term 
from three to foui months ; in 1853 it re- 
commended the enactment of a Normal 
School Law, and also a law requiring coun- 
ty superintendents for the closer supervi- 
sion of schools ; in 1850 it urged the enact- 
ment of a law establishing teachers in- 
stitutes in the several counties in the state; 
in 1857 it suggested a separate department 
for the management of the public schools 
of our commonwealth; it also recom- 
mended an appropriation from the Statft 
Treasury for the use of the public schools. 
The speaker advocated the thorough 
systematizing and strengthening of the 
work in our schools, because the schools 
of our nation are the salvation of our 
country. He sincerely hoped that in the 
near future ue may have a United States 
Bureau of Education which will keep the 
schools of our nation in very close touch 
with each other. 


The late act of the Legislature, extend- 


ing the minimum school term to seven 
months, was next explained. The pur- 
pose of the law, said the speaker, is to 
equalize the opportunities of tbe school 
children and lessen the street education 
In many instances school boards have 
resented this action of the Legislature by 
lessening the salary of the teacher so that 
his yearly income will be comparatively 
the <-ame as heretofore. Where this con- 
dition of affairs exists, thought the speaker, 
it becomes the imperative duty of every 
teacher to refuse to teach for lens monthly 
salary than was paid during the previous- 
year. 


Tbe Association sang "America", after 


which they were favored with a bob by 
Miss Sara U. Spaugler, of Arendtsville, ac- 
companied by Miss Ida Wisotzkey, of 
Gettysburg. 


The president then introduced Hon. 


Marriot Brosiua, of Lancaster. 
His ad-

The evening session was called to order 


by vice-President Miss Anna Bodlei, ex- 
Supt., Potter county. According to the 
fifth by-law it became necessary for Presi- 
dent Mackey to deliver his inaugural ad- 
dress at this time. He extended thanks 
to the Association for the honor they had 
conferred upon 
him and pledged his 


deepest interest m the success of the As- 
sociation. He cleaily set forth the pur- 
pose ol the annual meetings of the As- 
sociation as being round-up conferences 
in the educational work in the State. 


The Association was again favored with 


a solo by Miss Sara U, Spangler. 


Miss Bodler introduced Dr. John H. 


Harris, President of Bucknell University, 
Lewisburg, Pa., who delivered a very able 
address on "The Federal Principle." Dr. 
Harris, in his address, gave a beautiful ex- 
position of the underlying principles of a 
good federal government, and of 
the 


principles upon which our government 
was founded. 


WEDNESDAY, 9 A. M. 


After devotional exercises by Dr. T. J. 


Barklny, paslor of the Kefoimed chuich, 
and music by the Association, a paper (20 
minutes) on "Children's Rights," was read 
by Dr. M. G. Beuedict, of State College. 
In introducing his subject he called atten- 
tion to the fact that the purposes of the 
world are not the same to-day as in 
previous ages. 
Ho distinguished between 


rights and privileges of children. 
Child- 


ren are entitled to rights from their parents 
as well as rights from the teacher. From 
their parents they areentitied to a right to 
proper food, sympathy, interest, and moral 
training. From the teacher they have a 
right to be understood, a right to fee! that 
he has faith in them, a right to a pleasing 
personal appearance of the teacher, a right 
to the proper development of their emo- 
tions, and a right to cultivate a taste for 
good literature. Teachers, parents and 


members of the Association it was decided 
by motion to suspend the order of busi- 
ness nntil a rolt be prepared. 


The report of the WickBrabam Memorial 


Library Committee was read and approved.

Prof. C. E. Lord, o( Franklin, and Prof. 


R. F. Hoffrcker, of Montgomery county, 
being absent, Supt. Samuel H. Dean, of 
Mount Carmel, read a paper on "Equaliza- 
tion of School Opportunities." He argued 
that there must be closer organization for 
tbe licensing of teachers in order to equalize 
the work ; the state should also make 
some further provision for the establish- 
ment of central high schoole. 


Mrs. Letitia Wilson, Supervisor of the 


Free Kindergarten Association, of Johns- 
town, read a paper entitled, "Some Practi- 
cal Reasons Why the Kindergarten Law 
Should be Made Effective." She made 
frequent reference to Frederick Froebel, 
the 
originator of kindergarten. 
The 


manner of developing the mind of the 
child by kindergarten gifts was clearly ex- 
plained. 
She urged the importance of 


getting children into kindergartenat a very 
early age, so tbat much 
development 


may be shown before the age of six 
years, because what the child ia at six, he 
is at sixteen and will in all probability be 
at sixty. Kindergarten has a tendency to 
change the temperament of the child, and 
will succeed in nine out of ten cases where 
the mother fails. 


The President then announced miscel- 


laneous business in order. 


Tbe report of thu legislative committee 


waa read by Hon. J. Q. Stewart. The 
substance of the repo't relates chiefly to 
tbe efforts of tbe committee iu securing 


on "What Pennsylvania Has Done for The 
Nation."

vania the idea of equal representation in 
Congress ; bow to establish a Congress to 
convene by statute and adjourn at will;

Dr. D. J. Waller, Jr., delivered an ad- 


dress on "The Attitude of the People of 
Pennsylvania Toward Education and How 
to Enforce It. 


Miss Kirby, Assistant Superintendent of 


the schools of Philadelphia, presented a 
few good thoughts of encouragement to the 
teachers. 


Miss jBertba Herring was called upon to 


give a recitation, at the conclusion of 
which Dr. Jeffers, of York, stated his 
views as to what the academic, collegiate 
and normal school training should be.

WHAT WHEAT FOR SEED. 


SOME EXPRESSION" 
OF OPINION B 


PKOMIXENT SEEJO MJ2>-. 


One of our readers in Michigan sends 


us the following question, saya the Sura, 
^fcw Yorker : 


Which would be the beat to use for 
seed, wheat from this year's crop, (where 
70 pel cent of it was winter-killed) or 
wheat kept over from last season ? Is 
what lived through last Winter a case 
of the survival of the fittest, or would 
the vitality of the whole be weakened t 
What is your opi jio» regardiag this mat- 
ter ? Da you think tusre is any extra 
virtue in seed from a full crop, or would 
the seed from this year's crop, of whiob 
a large proportion was killed out, be j us t 
as good? 
- All things beiug equal, I prefer a«ed 
wheat grown on a field that has made a 
strictly first-class crop of large-sized, 
plump kernels, and that has yielded, say 
30 and 40 busha's per acre. I have never 
had auy experience whatever in sowing 
wheat from poor fields, as I have been 
fortunate ever since I have been farming 
in having an average yield the entire 
time of about 30 bushel per acre on a 
large acreage, and have never had oc- 
casion to use wheat from inferior fields. 


EDIVAKU 1\ DIBBLE. 


As we improve cattle, sheep and 


swine, not only by selecting and mating 
properly, but by proper care with the 
right kinds of food in the right quantity, 
so we shall improve wheat by giving it 
the very best of treatment as to soil, 
climate and surroundings in connection 
with suitable selection. As I look at it, 
a sensible farmer would not attempt to 
improve his live stock by wintering them 
at a straw stack, neither would he at- 
tempt to improve wheat by subjecting 
it to severe tests of soil or climate. For 
the good wheat regions of Michigan, I 
would prefer the seed wheat from a good 
crop in 1S98, to that from a very light 
crop in 1899. 
TV. J. BEAL. 


We prefer always seed from a full 


crop, if we can get it; not only is the 
seed plumper and of better germination, 
but what is more important, it will hold 
its germination longer than seed from, 
lay half a crop. We do not think there 
is much in the "survival of the fittest" 
idea in connection with the case cited. 
We would test both lots for germination, 
and use the stronger growing of the two ; 
we would prefer that, everything else 
being equal in the matter of purity of 
stock, etc. PSTEB HENDEKSOX ite Co. 


Probably the thinner stand of this 


season would stool out more freely, and 
having greater room in which to devel- 
op, would make larger 
heads and 


having larger grains, if the weather con- 
ditions were favorable. Or if the weath- 
er was quite dry, the growth from the 
plants might be q nite weak, from their 
continued struggle with the severe cold 
in the Winter, and the gram deficient in 
vitality. 


We would suggest as the best plan in 


a case of this character, to prepare small 
measured lots of soil as soon as this 
years' crop is dry enough to seed, and 
sow the two places with equal quantities 
of last year's wheat and the crop of thia 
season for a comparison. 
In moist 
weather, these v, ould germiuiite in a 
short time, and the reader could readily 
tell at a glance which would prove to be 
the most desirable for his lield seeding. 
Or if the weather were quice dry, the 
same experiment could be made in shal- 
low boxes of earth in partial shade, 
where they could be readily watered un- 
til the seed started to grow.

express company, who bad 000 horses i; 
constant use, :^ of which were indis 
criminately selected for proper dentu 
treatment, and 
separately weighed 


Their oats and maize were reduced tw 
quarts per day each. 
After the flrs 


month a great improvement in their gen 
eral conditiou was apparent, continuin 
during tue second and third months 
when they were again weighed, and i 
was found that an average incretise of 4 
pounds per head was the result. Tu 
test lasted dunug the hot months o 
July, August and September when llatu 
lent colic was very apparent in the stable 
yet not one single case had occurred 
among these -o horses. Since this tria 
and whenever a car load of newly pur 
chased young horses arrives, it is consid 
ered a waste to feed them until thei; 
teeth are examined and put in propei 
shape. 
As a preventive for lameness, to com 


tnence operations on the teeth would ap 
pear to some very ludicrous, yet common 
sense and practice would convince them 
that this would be the proper means ol 
preventing interference, one of tbe chief 
causes of lameness m young horses. 


Young horses fully developed show 
signs of fatigue and weakness after a 
journey, aud interfere. Sume grab the 
quarter of the fore foot with the toe of 
the hind foot, or overreach. 


In such cases the ordinary practitioner 


would treat locally, possibly advise dif- 
ferent shoes, order tonic balls or condi- 
tion powders and a few clays' rest (the 
latter would benefit mostly aud give 
temporary relief. 


Kow, supposing there were irregulari- 
ties of the teeth, as is usual with all 
young horses, the flrst treatment should 
be to put them in perfect order, so as to 
promote mastication and good digestion, 
to enable proper assimilation of the nu- 
tritive qualities of the food, and there 
insure increased strength and condition, 
tbua removing the original cause of the 
weakness. 


It may seem equally absurd to some of 
oar readers to assert that operating on 
the tseth will prevent pulling and other 
vices, but that it is not so is proved by 
the following incident : A pony that we 
treated had changed owners for no other 
cause than that none of them had been 
able to drive him with ea«e, although 
various bits and contrivances had been 
tried. The primary cause must flrst be 
discovered, which in this instance was a 
bad tooth, the removal of which affected 
an instantaneous cure. TLe pony is now 
driven in a plain, straight bit without a 
curb chain by the present owner, an 
elderly gentleman, who appreciates the 
animal's quietness aud docility so much 
that no amount of money ,;ould part 
them.— Indiana farmer,

HOW HE GOT KIPLING. 


A REPORTER'S TUSSLE TO INTER- 


VIEW THE GREAT AUTHOR. 


"When Budyard Kipling firet visited 


this country, he had a short, sharp and 
decisive poee to which ha clung tenacious- 
ly,"said a Chicago newspaper man,"and 
I was sent down to Kipling's hotel to 
pick a bit of talk out of bim when he 
struck Chicago on his way from San 
Francisco to STew York. 
He wasn't 


quite such a big gun then as he is now, 
but he was big enough. All the way 
from the coast to Chicago the reporters 
he had met had been hammering him as 
a case of a remarkably bright young 
man afllicted with elephantiasis oJ tbe 
skull. I concluded that all of f.hia anvil 
'chorus music made by tbe reporters 
Kipling had met was unjust 
I had 


such an opinion of my own interviewing 
skill that 1 would have been willing to 
lay better than even money tbat lTd 
succeed in getting a corking, redbot talk 
out of the young East Cndian. 


"He got into Chicago at 4 o'clock in 


the afternoon, too late for the hotel 
reporters for the afternoon papers to get 
in a talk with him. Kipling put up at 
the Richelieu, and I sent my ear<£up to 
him about 7 o'clock in the evening. 
After about five minutes a young man 
wearing a very baggy suit of clothes and 
the bummest black derby hat I ever saw 
got oft the elevator and shambled into 
tbe hotel lobby. I knew the young man 
was Kipling. He looked about I/he same 
then as he does now—same bulldog, rock 
of Gibraltar jaw, stubby mustache, 
seaiching eyes and general look of 
slouchjness. 


"He had my card in bis" hand as he en- 


tered the hotel lobby. He seemed to re- 
gard the card as a great curibeity. He 
examined it from all points of view, 
walked over to the window front of the 
hotel and scrutinized it from top to bot- 
tom ; held it out at arm's length, and 
seemed to have all kinds of difficulty in 
arriving at a determination what the 
deuce the card meant. 1 walked over to 
where he was fumbling with the card at 
the window front. 


" 'Mr. Kipling V I said. 
"He turned upon me sharply. He 


looked me in the eyes. Then he lowered 
his eyes to my feet and began a slow 
study of me from my shoes up. When 
his eyes finally reached tbe point of my 
chin, he looked at my twisted card in 
his hand and said in a short, choppy 
voice: 


'Urn—what if I am ? I don't know 


you. Did you send me this card ?' 


"I admitted the soft impeachment. 
" 'I am just after being bustled down 


Lere by my city editor to find out what 
you think about the world, the flesh and 
the devil, I said. 
'Go ahead. Let's 


have it. Cough up. Any old thing you 
say will do.' 


"Kipling's rugged countenance was 


momentarily crossed by a very boyish, 
fetching grin. 


" 'You're a pretty cheeky sort, aren't 


yon •" he inquired, not quite so choppily 
as he had spoken before. 'What does 
your blasted city editor or anybody else 
suppose that I know about the devil, the 
flesh or the world ? I'm only six and 
twenty—a kid, a kid in English, at any 
rate, where precocity, instead of beiug 
at a premium, as it seems to be over 
here, is a social vice. "The world, the 
ilesh and the devil ?" Haven't you got 
any hoary patriarchs here to whom you 
can put that question ?' 
" 'Slews of 'em,' I replied. 'But they 


haven't written books about tbe doings 
of Mulvaney, Orthens and Learoyd. 
That stuff of yours is pretty good—tbat 
is, it isn't half bad. You're of tbe im- 
proving sort, I think, and you'll probably 
do some very decent work later on, when 
you get next to yourself.' 


"Kipling took oft his spectacles, wiped 


them with his pocket handkerchief, read- 
justed them, and looked me through for 
fully a minute before he spoke. 
" 'I say,' he said then, 'you're a con- 


founded impertinent sort of a cove, 
aren't you ? What the deuce do you 
mean ? 
It's solacing to run across a 


man who's devised of pure gall—it's 
novel, 1 mean. What do you want me 
to say ?' 


" 'How do you like what you've seen 


of this country, anyhow '/' 
1 asked him, 


to make a switch in the line of talk. 


"'I like it in posts," he replied. 'What 


difference does it make whether I like it 
or not ?' 


"'Lots,' I said. 'We want to be ap- 


proved. We strive to please. We desire 
to be patted on the back. Go ou and 
pat us on the back some more. I'll take 
it down in shorthand.' 


' 'I wish you'd go away and let ma 


alone,' said Kipling. 


If I was working for a salary in- 


steadlof writing on space, I'd oblige you, 
for this isn't any fun for me, said I. 
•Tell me some things about American 
soldiers, what you've seen of them. 


'They're a blooming fine lot, your 


soldiers are,' said Kipling, looking in- 
terested. 'They are crack men—way up 
men—the horse outfits especially. I've 
visited about a dozen posts, and I'd like 
to have spent a month at each of 'em. I 
imagine it must be fine work soldiering 
down there in Arizona.' 


•Nice work,' said I. 'I often long to 


to be back at Old San Carlos. I put in 
ibree years as a buck private in one of 
the troops down there.' 


"Well, that's how I got Kipling—be- 


cause I had soldiered, and if there's one 
thing that interests Kipling more than 
another it's soldiering. His homely phiz 
it up when I mentioned that soldiering 
ncident in my tumultuous career, and 
'or three-quarters of an hour he sat there 


the window front of the Hotel 


Eichelieu and talked over the military 
end of it in a clever, luminous, sketchy 
way that was full of meat. He told me 
all i|about the American military posts 
ie 'had visited, compaiing our soldiers 
with the men who composed the British 
outfits, and—well, it made over two 
olumns of tiptop stuff. When I rose to 
ake my leave of Kipling, I said : 


Now, don't forget. 
Whenever you 


write something tbat you think is really 
ood just send me along a batch of ad- 
ance proofs, and I'll give you a stick or 
wo of a notice in my paper if I approve 
f tbe stuff and consider it up to the 
,ark.' 
"Kipling simply glared at me amusedly 
ut of his sbi-ewd eyes, said something 
bat sounded like 'Impudent whelp!' and 
went away to write my interview."— 
Washington Star.

"Mardo" is the name of a great D.me 


dog whose specialty is taking the conceit 
out of tbe king of beasts. lie is owned 
by Colonel S. A. Stephan, superintend- 
ent of the Zoological Society of Cincin- 
nati, and has been trained to watcb the 
wild animals in the gardens of the 
society, During periodical, carnivsla in 
which the gentler of the beasts are 
allowed a certain amount of liberty, 
Mardo keeps them in place very much as 
a shepherd dog does his sheep. 


The latest exploit of the great Dana 


was to attack a lion that had turned 011 
its keeper, get a strangle bold on the 
back of the lion's neck and maltreat it 
so tbat the beast whined for mercy, and 
when released went to its cage with tbe 
airot a whipped cur. In describing the 
occurrence Colonel Stephan writes : 


' One of the keepers had been break- 


ing the lion to be led b> a chaiu, and bad 
so far succeeded in training bim thai he 
believed he conld give him a little outing 
in the large building wbero we bad him 
caged. When he went to the cage to try 
the experiment the keeper saw that the 
lion had a eulkv fit, but Having set his 
heart on testing the progress he had 
made with the big brute, did what after- 
wards turned out to ha a foolish tliiug, 
he ignored the lion's sulks aud led him 
out by the chain. IIu fortunately had 
tbe wisdom to call the dog Marcto, aud 
tell him to follow while the lion, took his 
lesson. 


Tbe lion feigned to come out of his 


sulky fit when be saw Mardo, and walked 
very docilely along for a distance of 
about 73 feet, when, quick as a /lash, bo 
turned on the keeper and knocked him 
down. In a few seconds there would 
have been a tragedy, but Mardo went at 
the lion like a demon, and his majesty of 
tbe forest soon found that be had bis 
teeth and claws full of dog, and no tio,e 
to carry out his designs ou the keeper. 


"Mardo jumped on the back of the 


lion, caught him in the back of the neck, 
and in vain did the lion try to shake oil" 
tbe dog. Tbe Utter had a grip that 
dtfied all bucking on tbe part of the 
uuder animal, and all the time he was 
chewing away at the neck of tbe king ot 
beasts until tbe rnaue of tbe lion was 
dyed with blood, and the beast half 
frantic with rage and his inability to get 
at the dog. 


"At last the lion fairly gave m. Lying 


down, he whined for mercy, and the 
keeper, seeing that he was thoroughly 
cowed, called the dog off. Mardo came 
down with evident reluctance, and was 
with difficulty restrained from trying a 
second fall with the lion, which by this 
time was an abject object of pity, as 
meek as a iamb, aud evidently ready to 
run at the slightest sign on Mardo'a part 
of a disposition to renew bis attack. 
Tbe lion returned quietly to his cage, 
and bas since taken his exercise at tbe 
end of the cbaiu with no more appear- 
ance of fight than is found in a house 
cat of domestic habits." 


Mardo is not quite two years old, is 33 


inches in height and in weight about 135 
pounds. He is probably the only dog in 
the world who met a lion in fair light 
and whipped bim into submission. 


Can the White Ititce Ever Colo- 


uize the Tropics? 


The justification for our recent annexa- 


tions depends upon the quei-tion, Can the 
white race ever colonize tbe tropics ? The 
Anti-Exponeionistf: have answered it in 
the negative ; and they have been sustain- 
ed in that opinion by Mr. Benjamin Kidd, 
perhaps the beetknoivnof all the writers 
on this subject. 
The assertion of Mr. 


Kidd, that tbe white race can nev< 
jr colo- 


niae tbe tropics, supported as it has been 
by many prominent Anti-Expaneionifcts, 
is becoming BO widely accepted that, in 
vindication of our present policy, it-hould 
not remain unanswered. 


By asserting that tbe progressive race 


can never colonize tbe tropics, tbe Auti- 
Epaneioniets are denying tbat progresb it- 
self exislb. 
One phase <jf progress lies in 


overcoming tbe dangers of environment. 
The skin canoe of the savage eaiis at tbe 
mercy ol every wind and wave, while the 
huge ocean Kteamera of progressive man 
plough through every sea with hardly any 
danger from tbe elements. A herd of cat- 
tle, left to itself in the environs of Ottawa, 
and overtaken by a winter of. unusual se- 
verity, would almost entirely perish ; but 
civilized man in those surroundings can 
so defend himself against such periods of 
severity that he will sufferiittle inconven- 
ience from them. 
As naticns advance 


they become more and more independent 
of environment. 


Tbe evil effects of hot climates upon the 


white race are being rapidly conquered by 
science. Indeed, even with our present 
imperfect knowledge, a colony of our own 
planted upon tbe isthmus of Darien to- 
day would not be annihilated by tbe cli- 
mate as was tbe Scotch colony placed 
there in 1(598. 


Mr. Kidd points out tbat the temperate 


zones are rapidly being filled up by the 
white race, and that the richest and most 
productive part of this planet is in tbe 
tropics. Our conclusion from these state- 
ments is, tbat the necessary trend of the 
white race, inits geographical expansion 
and distribution, will be toward tbe trop- 
ics ; and with tbe necessity will coiiie the 
means. 


The science of reducing the temperature 


of rooms and buildings ie still in its in- 
fancy ; yet a Government arsenal already 
exists in Marseilles,—that hottest of Ku- 
ropean cities,—where the temperature is 
so reduced, by artificial meaus^ that arti- 
sans can woik there with comfort during 
the hottest months. Chemistry bas so re- 
dnced the cost of artificial ice that it i. 
1- 


now frequently used in preference to the 
natural product. 
Tbe utilization of li- 


quid air for cooling purposes will be more 
effective than anything else hitherto dis- 
covered, as it will make the air in the; 
room not only cool, but as pure as tbe 
most embracing mountain air. 
Much 


may also be expected from the recent es- 
tablishment in Kuglaud of the School of 
Tropical Medicine. 
IP fact, science will 


eventually harmonize our life with trop- 
ical environments.—"The White Race and 
the Tropics," by HON. 
TBUYTUN BKALII in
